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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  Infectious  Diseases  notified  to  the  Department  during  the  year  1935 
are  classified  in  the  accompanying  Table,  opposite  the  Dispensary  Districts 
in  which  they  occurred. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

The  incidence  of  Enteric  is  still  high,  though  the  nunber  of  cases  was 
less  by  nine  than  in  the  year  1931 — eleven  Dispensary  Districts  were  affected 
as  against  thirteen  in  1931. 

Between  April  and  May,  fifteen  cases  of  Enteric  occurred  in  Manorcun- 
ningham  Dispensary  District  area.  It  might  be  noted  that  the  water-supply 
in  this  area  is  rather  deficient,  but  new  wells  are  being  installed  in  the  near 
future  to  overcome  this  difficulty. 

The  next  biggest  outbreak  occurred  in  Ardara  Dispensary  District,  from 
which  seven  cases  were  reported.  The  cause  of  this  outbreak  was  traced  to 
a Carrier. 

Two  cases  of  Enteric  occurred  in  the  Killygordon  Dispensary  area,  in 
which  the  source  of  infection  was  proved  to  be  cases  across  the  Tyrone 
Border,  where  an  epidemic  of  Typhoid  was  rife. 

These  were  the  main  outbreaks  that  occurred  in  the  County.  The 
remaining  cases  were  sporadic  and  scattered  all  over  the  County  and  no 
definite  source  of  infection  could  be  traced. 


TYPHUS  FEVER. 

No  cases  of  Typhus  Fever  occurred  in  the  County  during  the  year  1935. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Sc  irlot  Fever  notified  during  the  year  was  228, 
in  which  there  was  rather  an  epidemic  all  over  the  County,  especially  in  the 
Dunfanaghy,  Rosguiil,  Letterkenny,  Kilmacrenan  and  Milford,  and  Raphoe 
areas.  An  alarming  number  of  deaths  occurred  owing  to  the  prevalence  of 
Scarlet  Fever  of  the  malignant  or  septic  type,  twelve  deaths  having  occurred 
in  the  County  from  this  cause  four  in  one  family.  The  epidemic  was  mostly 
among  children,  though  adults  were  also  involved. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  the  year  1935  was  70.  They 
occurred  mostly  in  the  Donegal  Dispensary  District  area. 

A Diphtheria  Immunization  Scheme  was  stirted  in  the  County  in  the 
r anatallon,  Donegal,  and  Moville  Dispensary  areas.  The  number  of  children 
immunised  was  2,810.  It  would  be  a very  great  safeguard  if  the  County 
would  adopt  the  Diphtheria  Immunization  Scheme  for  the  whole  County  and 
so  save  children  from  the  dire  consequences  of  this  disease.  Peihaps  some 
day  it  will  be  a generally  recognised  treatment,  as  is  vaccination  for  the 
prevention  of  Small  Pox.

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HOUSING. 


49  Houses  were  erected  by  the  Donegal  County  Board  of  Health  and 
Public  Assistance  during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1935. 

The  Board  had  on  hands  two  Schemes  for  a further  427  Cottages,  for 
which  plans  were  sanctioned  and  tenders  invited,  and  the  Sites  Committees 
have  in  hands  the  selection  of  sites  for  a further  500  Cottages. 


TOWN  SANITATION. 


During  the  year  water  supply  schemes  for  Killybegs  and  Kerrykeel,  and 
sewerage  schemes  of  Carndonagh,  Ballybofey  and  Stranorlar,  were  duly 
completed. 

These  deal  with  four  of  the  larger  and  one  of  the  smaller  towns  of  the 
County,  and  taken  together  they  form  a very  substantial  instalment  in  the 
comprehensive  scheme  of  Public  Health  Works  which  has  been  undertaken 
by  the  Board  and  which  is  moving  steadily  towards  completion. 

Killybegs,  an  important  Sea-port,  with  a population  of  600,  had  nothing 
in  the  way  of  a public  water  supply  but  a few  shallow  wells,  none  of  which 
was  properly  constructed  or  protected.  The  new  scheme  gives  a gravity 
supply,  in  pipes,  through  all  the  streets,  with  an  adequate  number  of  street 
fountains  and  fire  hydrants.  The  water,  which  has  been  given  certificates  of 
high  merit,  is  brought  from  Lough  Aroshin,  some  3J  miles  distant  from  the 
town. 

The  supply  to  Kerrykeel,  population  150,  had  been  under  consideration 
for  many  years  and  acute  shortage  had  been  experienced  almost  eveiy 
summer.  The  estimated  expenditure,  alone,  prevented  this  necessary  work 
from  proceeding  at  an  earlier  date,  but  a scheme  w is  designed  to  collect  a 
number  of  springs,  of  very  excellent  quality,  some  1J  miles  distant,  and  the 
water  from  these  was  conveyed  to  a storage  reservoir  near  the  town,  and 
thence  distributed  to  street  fount  iins  and  fire  hydrants.  In  this  comparatively 
small  scheme,  considerable  extra  labour  was  thrown  on  the  Engineer  and 
Solicitor  in  their  endeavours  to  secure  the  necessary  water  rights  by  agree- 
ment, but  eventually  the  negotiations  were  successfully  concluded. 

New  works  were  promoted  and  placed  under  construction  in  Donegal 
Town  and  Carrigart. 

The  Donegal  Town  sewerage  scheme  is  the  largest  one  of  its  kind  which 
the  Board  have  yet  undertaken.  The  Contract  work  was  commenced  in 
March,  1915,  and  at  the  end  of  that  year  was  well  on  its  way  to  completion. 
Ihe  sanitary  condition  of  tho  town,  previous  to  the  installation  of  the  new 
sewer  ge  system,  was  extremely  bad  and,  whether  due  to  defective  sanitary 
conditions  or  not,  there  had  been  periodical  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease®. 
1 he  scheme  provides  a wator-carri  ige  system  of  sewers  throughout  the  town, 
with  an  outfall  carried  out  to  the  Bay,  where  sewage  will  be  discharged  at 
suitable  levels  of  the  tidal  waters  by  means  of  a valve  operated  by  a lunar 
switch.  When  tho  scheme  is  fully  completed,  the  discharge  of  crude  sewage 
into  tho  River  Eske  will  be  prohibited,  and  all  town  promises  will  be  required 
to  connect  up  to  the  new  system. 
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The  supply  of  water  to  Carrigart,  a sea-side  town  showing  signs  of 
development,  follows  on  much  the  same  lines  as  that  of  other  towns  in  the 
County  which  have  been  dealt  with.  The  outfall  stream  of  a suitable  lake 
has  been  impounded,  the  water  strained  and  conveyed  to  cylindrical  filters 
which  remove  all  matter  in  suspension  and  any  peaty  colour.  The  water  is 
stored  near  the  town  in  a covered  concrete  reservoir,  and  is  distributed  in 
cast  iron  pipes  through  the  streets.  The  scheme  was  almost  completed  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  and  water  will  be  available  for  use  early  in  1936. 

In  all  Schemes  carried  out  by  the  Board,  State  Grants  provided  substan- 
ti  tl  help. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


In  connection  with  the  County  Scheme  for  the  Diagnosis,  Treatment  and 
Prevention  of  Tuberculosis,  Clinics  were  held  as  follows : — • 

EACH  Fortnight — At  Lelterkenny,  Carndonagh,  Donegal  and  Glenties. 

EACH  Month — At  Dunkineely,  Carrick,  Ardara,  Dungloe,  Pettigo,  Bally- 
shannon,  Milford,  Tamney,  Creeslough,  Carrigart, 
Buncrana,  Clonmany,  Muff,  Moville,  Stranorlar, 
Raphoe,  Lifford,  Dunfanaghy,  Falcarragh.and  Bunbeg 

In  addition  to  these  regularly-held  Clinics,  patients  were  seen  at  Centres 
en  route.  Arranmore  Island  is  visited  as  required  by  the  local  Medical 
Officer.

The  number  of  patients  who  present  themselves  at  the  Clinics  is  a lot 
better  than  in  the  initiation  of  the  Scheme,  but  still  falls  short  of  the  number 
of  those  who  should  turn  up.  However,  we  hope  through  getting  the  children 
from  school  and  training  them  to  come  regularly  to  the  T.B.  Dispensaries 
that  this  old-fashioned  belief  of  it  being  a disgrace  to  be  tubercular  will  die 
out. 

DOMICILIARY  VISITS. 

All  the  District  Nurses  working  in  the  County  are  part-time  Tuberculosis 
Nurses  under  the  Scheme  and  visit  Tuberculous  Patients  in  their  respective 
areas  at  frequent  and  regular  intervals.  The  main  object  of  home  visiting 
lies  in  the  fact  that  prevention  is  better  than  cure.  The  total  number  of 
visits  paid  during  the  course  of  the  year  was  divided  up  as  follows  between 
the  twenty-nine  nursing  districts.

INSTITUTIONAL  TREATMENT. 

A course  of  Sanatorium  treatment  is  recommended  for  every  case  in 
which  there  is  a reasonable  prospect  of  cure  or,  at  least,  of  arrest  of  the 
disease.  A large  number  of  cases  come  for  treatment  when  their  disease  is 
already  very  far  advanced  and  very  little  can  be  done  for  them.  The  School 
Medical  Inspection  brings  to  our  notice  a number  of  cases  of  both  Pulmonary 
and  Surgical  Tuberculosis.

An  analysis  of  the  figures  of  the  accompanying  copy  of  Return,  which  is 
also  submitted  to  the  Minister  for  Local  Government  and  Public  Health  for 
the  year  1935,  shows  that  214  new  patients  (of  whom  57  were  children  under 
fifteen  years  of  age)  were  discovered  during  the  twelve  months  ended  31st 
December,  1935,  the  corresponding  figure  for  1931  being  244.  On  the  last  day 
° • u r««ar  1<1S3  patients  were  on  our  books  as  receiving  treatment,  compared 
with  578  at  tne  end  of  1931;  while  234  cases  were  under  observation  as 
against  124  at  the  end  of  1931. 


CONCLUSION. 

The  only  way  in  which  Tuberculosis,  which  is  still  very  prevalent  in  the 
bounty,  can  possibly  be  stamped  out  is  by  patients  presenting  themselves  for 
examination  as  soon  as  ever  there  is  the  slightest  suspicion  of  the  disease, 
me  prospect  of  cure  when  the  disease  is  taken  very  early  is  ever  so  much

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WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND. 


County  Scheme  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind,  administered  by  the 
Donegal  Board  of  Health  and  Public  Assistance,  remains  as  detailed  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  the  year  1930. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1935,  six  persons  were  being  trained  or  were 
employed  in  industries  in  accordance  with  paragraphs  (a)  and  (b)  of  Article 
3,  and  ninety-five  persons  were  in  receipt  of  weekly  cash  allowances,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Article  4 of  the  Scheme. 


SUPERVISION  OF  MIDWIVES. 


The  benefit  of  the  Scheme  for  the  inspection  and  supervision  of  Midwives 
in  the  County  is  obvious  when  it  is  taken  into  consideration  that  if  Midwives 
were  not  occasionally  inspected  like  any  other  body  they  would  be  liable  to 
fall  into  casual  methods.  However,  the  reports  in  general  on  the  Midwives 
inspected  in  the  County  are  very  good  and  they  carry  out  their  instructions 
and  rules  to  the  letter  and  give  the  best  possible  attention  to  their  patients 
when  called  upon. 


There  are  still  some  occasions  where  “handy-women”  work  in  the  County 
The  danger  of  this  practice  can  well  be  understood  when  it  is  recognised  that 
asepsis  is  such  an  important  factor  in  confinement  cases.

The  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907  and  the  Notification  of  Births  (Ex- 
tension) Act,  1915,  were  adopted  in  County  Donegal  in  August,  1930  and,  by 
Order  of  the  Minister  mf  Local  Government  and  Public  Health  became 
effective  on  the  1st  of  October  of  that  year.
